In turning over a series of the “Annual Regis 
ter,” 1759-1840 (in the possession of my friend, 
Mr. E. L, Hill of Gorge Road, formerly Edmonton 
eity librarian—and Its first!) Mr. ‘Hill and I en- 
countered a notice of x voluntary greement en- 
tared into by a number of master chimney-sweeps 
in my native city of Sheffield England, in the 
year 1803. They bound themselves to employ no 
boys leas than elght-years of age. The hours were 
to be“reatricted” to not earlier or later than 4 
a.m. to 5 p.m. in Summer, and 5 a.m, to 4 p.m. In 
Winter. They were to have three good meals every 
day, good ‘clothes furnished them for use off
